Betore preces to suggest to you such measures as seém to 
me suitable for Legislative action, 14 cannot but be appropriate 
for me to congratulate you upon the constantly improving con- 
dition of our national affairs. Upon emerging from the terrible 
civil war whieh for years had tasked to the utmost our na- 
tional energies, various dew and intricate political problems 
suggested themselves for consideration and decision. Inthe new 
questions thus arising we were entirely without precedents for 
our guidance. It is not to be wondered at, therefore, that arene 
those statesmen equally solicitous for the public weal,there shoul 
arise vital and irreconcilable differences of opinion. Such differ- 
ences of opinion haye doubtless, in some measure, impeded the 
progress of reconstruction. At the same time such delay has given 
opportunity for a full thd candid discussion of the confhcting po- 
litical theories, and the people, the tribunal of last resort, have 
besome more fully qualified for the rendition of a final and right- 
eous judgment. 

We should be faithless and blind indeed did we belgve that 
the BenificentFather, who has so signally manifested His pro- 
tecting care over us in the years that are passed, would now 
withhold His woven guidance; or did we doubt for an in- 
a the thorough loyalty, intelligence and constancy of the 
people. 

During the past year a most satisfactory reduction has been 
made in the volume of our national indebtedness, and our ability 
to speedily liquidate and cancel such indebtedness has been fully 
demonstrated. . A 

Questions relating to national finances must necessarily require 
much attention and discussion for many years. The views ef 
our Chief Magistrate and his Minister of Finance, advising a 
reduction of our redundant paper currency and an early res 
tion of specie pay ments, are such as must commend themselyoe 
to all disciples of sound systems of finance.

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During the past year also our neighboring republic of Mexico 
by the expulsion of foreign troops from her soil, has vittuall put 
down the last armed offshoot of our, awn civil war, -While we 
can not hut lament the biood-thiraty outrages which followed the 
triumph of the national arms, yet much must 4ee pardoned to the 
feelings of an excitable people goaded to frenzy by the long en- 
dured exactions and tyrannies of a foreign and detested power. 


TERRITORIAL FINANCES, 


Y transmit herewith for your consideration the Annual Reports 
of the Territorial Auditor and Preasurer. Also the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Report in relation ta the extent and condition of the 
Militia of this Territory, Utah is, I believe, of all the States and | 
Territories of our Union, alone, in being entirely free from in- 
debtedness. In this respect our condition 13 a subject of congratu- 
lation. The policy of never living beyond one’s means is as 
admirable in Territorial as in individual affairs, and the wisdom 
of your predecessors in this regard, can not be too highly coni- 
mended, 

5 PENITENTIARY. 

Ihave several times observed the Dione sehtenced to our 
Peuitentiary engaged m laboring upon the highways, and wearing 
a hall and chain as a safeguard agane attempts at escape or res- 
cue, While the policy of compelling all prisoners to labor with 
diligence is one which meets my cordial approval, I question 
Whether thus exposing them to publie gaze and frequent exe- 
eration, bearing upon them the symbols of their disgrace, is nof 
caleulated to render the prisoners hardened in morals and insen- 
sible to public opinion. The true end of all punishment—the re- 
form of the prisoner himself, thus fails of accomphshiient. Inmy 
opinion some system should at once be devised and adopted where- 
by risoners should be kept at labor within the walls of the place 
of their confinement. 


COMMISSIONERS OF DEEDS, : 
. No statute seems to have been passed relative to the appoint 
ment of Commissioners of Deeds, to reside in other States and Per- 
ritories. The services of such officers are often almost indispen- 
sable i nconimercial, legal and real estate transactions, annd legis- 
lation should be had relative to their appointment during your 
present session.

LIEN OF MECHANICS AND OTHERS, - E 
In many of the States Jaws exist giving to mechanics who per- 
form labor in the erection of buildings, or to merchants and others 
who furnish materials for such buildings, a lien upon the building 
and land upon which it stands for the labor so performed or materi- 
alsso furnished. Such lawsare foundto operate most advantage- 
ously to all parties, and I would suggest that a similar statute be 
enacted by you at the present session. 


CATTLE DRIVES, 

It is the usage at present for all cattle running at large to bean- 
nually collected at some point in each county for identification.— 
Much complaint is made by perrons having small droves of cattlo 
which they themselves watch or have herded, at being obliged 
to drive their cattle to the general rendezvous and bear a pre ortion 
of the expenses of such collection. Iam not sufficiently familiar 
with this sumeri to suggest for your consideration any speciflo 
relief, but cali your attention to the matter in the hope that you 
may be able to devise some method of remedying the evil com- 

lained of, without impairing the efficiency of the present sys- 
in. In any event it would be advisable to have the cattle drives 
r ated by some ‘statutory enactment, rather than by custom, 
which may be capable of as many inferpretations as there are 
interested parties. . 


CODE OF PROCEDURE IN CIVIL ACTIONS. 


Heretofore the people of this Territory have been almost isolated 
from the world. Their commercial transactions have been com- 
paratively limited, and from their imperfect titles to real estate, 
transactions therein have been fewand simple. You are now, 
however, about to experience a great transition. The rapid ap- 

roach of that marvel of ourday, the Pacific Rail Road, will vir- 
tuady transfer you from the outskirts ta the centre of our con- 
tinental civi on.

SO pa arcu and mining enterprizes will be prodig- 
iously stimul and enlarged. Transactions in real estate wi 
become more'^numerous, intricate and imperfect. 

Heretofore litigation has been unfrequent, and the few legisla- 
tive enactments relative to civil actions have perhaps suffi for 
the requirements of the people. This condition of affairs is, how- 
ever, now nearly at an end. ‘With the rapid increase and rahe m 
ment of business, numerous controversies must arise requiring the 
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ntervention of the courts, demanding more ample and explicit 
nactments for the speedy rendition of justice 

I would respectful y reo upon,you the great importance of the 
doption ofa full code of laws, defining the forms and regulating 
he methods of procedure in civil actions. Bee 
"Ihe statutes now in force relative to such actions are not suf- 
ieientIy full, and are also 1n some particulars open to grave objec- 
ions. Asan instance of the latte? class I might refer to^ the law 
n the subject of divorce, By the present statute, a divorce may 
e obtained and one ofthe most vital relations of life terminated 
y a pioceeding purely er-per te; no notice, whatever being given 
2 the defendant. x i enm

MEMORIALS TO CONGRESS. 


I would suggest that Congress be again memorialized for the es- 
ablishment of a Land Office in this Territory, that settlers 
any speedily secure valid titles to their property and avail them- 
elves of the benifieent provisions of the Hamestead Law. This 
ct of simple justice to the hardy pioneers, who by their develop- 
ient of the resources of this mountain region, have added so greatly 
9 the wealth of the nation, should not longer be delayed.

Only n small fraction over eight per cent. of the drafts on the 
Treasury have been paid to me m lawful money, consequently - 1 
.have bien under the neeessity of trading said drafts 1m the moat 
available way. In most places they were not equivalent to money. 
From the Ist of March to the 1st of November I purchased my 
meat at the City Market, where I could pay in drafts on the Trea- 
sury. Iwas charged from 10 to 15 cents per lb., whereas, if I had 
been in Poa on of the ready money, I could have purchased on 
the hoof for about one half that figuro. 

Atone time I could have lard in flour at $3 50 per sack; not hav- 
ing the ready money, I had to pay $6 00 per sack in drafts—ofher 
supplics and guard service were procured under similar disadvan- 
tages. Had the Treasurer been able to pay the money on presen- 
tation of the drafts, I believe that the institution could have been 
kept up at 20 per cent. less, which would amount to about $1,000, 
By the foregoing facts you can perceive that the institution suffered 
amaterial loss, besides much inconvenience to the financial officers. 

Bince the Ist of Nov., warrants havo been in good demand, and Y 
have laid in a reasonable amount of supplies at cash prices. Rev- 
eral of the convicts have been cripples and invalids, consequently 
very little available labor from them. With this exception, the 
general health of the convicts has been very good, and will favor- 
ably compare with any other class of citizens for health. Most of 
them have been quiet and peaceable, and diligent and faithful 
the duties and labors assigned them, also watchful for an opportu- 
nity to better their situations.

January 17, 1668, 
To the Honorable the Legislative Assembly i 
of the Territory of Utah: . 
Gentlemen:— The Board of Directors of the Weber Cañon Road 
Company would report that the construction ofa wagon road from 
the mouth of Weber Cafion to Lost Creek settlement on the north 
side of Weber river, was commenced in May, 1866, and the road in 
the Lower Cañon was completed so as to open it for the accommo- 
dation of the citizens of Morgan county oh the 10th oflast January, 
and to hasten the completion ofthe entire road, 1£ was put under 
contract in the Fall and Winter of 1866, and the road built during 
the Winter and following Spring, and eo far completed that we an- 
ticipated to open the whole road to the publie by the first of June, 
1867, but, unfortunately, the extreme high waters of last Spring 
swept away and damaged and destroyed much of our road in both 
cañons, but more especially iu the Lower Cafion at the Devil's 
Gate and Sheep Rock, the road wastorn out shd entirel stopped 
the travel. Thus, when we, by great effort had aon? ed this 
great work aud hoped to begin tò get some returns from the road, we 
were forced, in the midst of high waters, to blast down the moun- 
tain ledges and make the road over these points; which has been 
successfully accomplished, but with heavy expense and outlay. 
Three hundred and fifty pounda of powder and 300 Ibs. additional 
steel was used and as many men as could work to advantage were 
empleyed, and much credit is due to all parties who assisted in 
this great job. Thonsands of tons of rock were blasted down before 
we could secure a permanent foundation for our road at these dan-

. Echo, agreeable to the extension of our charter by y honorable 
body at^ your last session, mnkibg a distance of about thirty miles.

The bridge at the mouth of the Weber Caüon was greatly en- 
dangered and damaged, but by energetic measüres, we succeeded in. 
saving the bridge. The center pier was undermined, but it has so 
far been repaired as to be safe for the present. We have purchased 
the timber and have it on the spot, to construct it into a suspension 
bridge, and arrangements have. been made to havethe work accom- 
plished before the high water of next Spring. MIRA

We have sold 702 shares in the road, amounting to $35,100. 00, but 
upon which there remains rapan, and which is & part of our as- 
sets, six thousand, three hundred and fifty-four dollars and five 
cents ($6,354 05.) Two hundred and ninety-cight shares remain 
unsold, much in consequence of the partial destruction of our 
wheat crop, and the almost universal destruction of our barley and 
oat crop, by the grasshoppers, which swept over our farms.  .. 

, This expected means we rehed upon, to meet our cash and "store 
liabilities which circumstance has greatly embarrassed us. — ^.^» 

We feel under obligations to several persons for assistance, but 
more especially to President Brigham Young, who has taken large- 
ly of shares in the road, and by a loan of stock, ete., which has 
greatly aided us in prosecuting the work and meeting some of our 
liabihties with those who were unable to wait for their pay.

To the Honorable the Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Utah: 

GENTLEMEN:—I take the liberty to lay before your Honorable 
body a brief reportof my efforts during the year just ended, to ac- 
complish the settlement and collection of delinquent taxes due to 
the Territorial Treasury from the several counties, under and by 
virtue of ‘‘An act authorizing the Auditor of Public Accounts to 
enforce the collection of delinquent Territorial taxes, and for other 
Purposes approved Jan. 18, 1867. 

o doubt every member of the pe ura Assembly is familiar 
by actual personal experience, with the execeedin ierra oe 
money, the dullness of trade, and consequent difficulty attending 
the transaction of business so far as pe to money matters in 
every section ef the Territory during the whole of thie year just 
ended. Perhaps there has not been so unpropitious a time to en- 
deavor to enforce the payment of delinquent taxes long due, with- 
in the last ten years. A. delinquent might be ever so ee 
and anxious to pay his indebtedness, yet it has seeme 
impossible to possess himself of the necessary funds 'at any sac- 
rifice. The general cry haa been, ''tho mon bare pay with is notin, 
the country, and the people must have time to turn their properly 
and produce, in order to raise the means to pay with." Cache 
county has suffered very severely in destruction of crops by PIS 
hoppers. Summit county and several others have suffered in a 
sim manner, while Sanpete, Sevier and Piute counties have 
suffered yet more extensively byIndian Cepeda ne, causing loss of 
time, crops, property and even human life. Under all these unfa- 
vorable circumstances it has been considered wisdom to temper 
justice with mercy, and while using every effort to encourage and 
enforce settlement and payment, yet not to extend the pressure so 
far as to seriously injure or abroJutely distress any of the delin- 
quente. Under this consideration, after every effort in reason had 
been exerted, and which was successful only in a small degree, in 
the month of October last, seeing that payment in money could not 
be enforced before the time for the meeting of the islative As- 
sembly, it was considered best to take from all the delinquent as- 
sessors who could not make payment, personal security by mort- 
gage on real estate or otherwise, with the understanding that they 
should not relax their efforts until the whole of the delinquent 
taxes shall be paid into the Treasury. This course has been adopt- 
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ed, as, you will observe b 
sate sm Med Oy fin 1 wt iving the roquired-security. “I hav 
res; rom er > ave. 
i00 reason to believe that all fhe taxes for which security has been: 
given, leas the lawful remittances, will, in time, be p pai with the 
exception of the amount due Trom Cache county. € delinquent 
assessor and collector is evidently ously involved, and I would 
respectfully suggest that a commi be appointod to enquire into 
all the facts within reach in his case, so thatin the event it should’ 
be considered wisdom to a bill ofreliefin his behalf, said com- 
mittee might understan: ingly report such a bill as they in their 
judgment should deem advisable. ‘A similar course might be sug- 
gested in behalf of David Candland, whose memorial is already 
efore. your Honorable Body. a '

that the courts have jurisdiction by said act to remit taxes as here-- , 
tofore as far back as they see proper. > A different opinion was en- 
tertained by‘the Auditor, aud-after taking. the opinion of the, 
Attorney General on the subject, it was coneluded-í£hat all remat- 
tances by the courts during the year 1807, except in so far as they: 
pertainéd to the current year 1867, were ailegat, and consequently 
they have not been credited- on the books of this office. There is ' 
little doubt but that most, if not nearly all of said remittances; 
should be credited to the different assessors and collectors, but were 
neglected in the proper season thereof. I have requested all those 
having such claims for remittances to petition your Honorable 
Body for, allowance,, believing «there is no other legal method of 
correcting the accounts arising from such neglect. I inclose the 
report of remittanees made by the county courtof Cache connty ab... 
its July and December sittings for the yegr 1867, for the action of 
your Honorable Body. These remittances have not been credited,’ 
except so far as they refer to the year 1867. T would respectfully aşk 
that the papers may be returned to this office after your e ittee 
has done with them, as I have nó other evidence from which io: 
credit the amounts Should their allowance be sanctioned. In mak- 
ing allowances for remittances and abatements:coming up in this 
form, care should betaken not to authorize the crediting of any: re- 
mittances where thé same has been previously credited. 

There are many other subjects connected with the collection of 
taxes which could be referred to, perhaps profitably, such as ne- 
glect of having responsible bondsmen for assessors and collectors 
{you will note by one of the accompanying papers thatthe collect- 
or for Cache county did not give bonds far the years 1860-6); the un- 
equal valuation of property in different counties; the loss sustained 
by the Territory through people moving from one county to an- 
other after being assessed, leaving their taxes unpaid, and there 
being no provision in the law to reach them in another county 
without considerable expense to the-eollectors, ete., etc. But this 
report is already too lengthy, and I fear will be considered tedious.
